‘MeMillin Defends the Income tar Law 
as a Just Measore. 


‘HG REFERS 10 WILLIAM ASTOR 


‘This Man with an Income of Mil- 
lions Escapes a Federal Tax. 


/BOURKE  COSKRAN OPPOSES IT 


The Government Needs the Revenue, Too, 
Because the Wilson Tariff Bill Will 
Not Raise Enough, 


_ Washington, December 12.--As soon as the 
routine business of the house was disposed 
of the urgent deficiency bill was taken up 
in committee of the whole upon motion of 
Mr. Breckinridge, democrat, of Kentucky. 
An effort was made to agree upon a limita- 
tion of general debate. The opponents of 
the item appropriating money to make the 
income tax law effective, and of the item 
increasing the appropriation for payment of 
special pension agents, and Mr. Breckin- 
ridge could not come to terms, however, and 
the discussion was begun under the rules. 

General Henderson, republican, of Iowa, 
antagonized the item. of $250,000 to pay spe- 
cial pension examiners. 

The discussion was participated in by 
Messrs. Coombs, democrat, of New York; 
Daniels, republican, of New York; Morse, 
republican, of Massachusetts, and Sickles, 
democrat, of New York. 

Mr. Bartlett, democrat, of New York, ad- 
dressed himself to the item appropriating 
$245,095 to execute the law for the collection 
of the income tax. He said he had introduc- 
ed in the first day of the session a bill to 
repeal that portion of the tariff bill, but he 
recognized that that bill would never see 
the light of day. The only way in which 
the end sought by that bill could be reached 
was by defeating any appropriation for the 


enforcement of the law. 

Mr. Bartlett discussed at some length the 
legal features of the question, with a view 
to demonstrating the unconstitutionality 
and invalidity of the income tax. 

The Author of the Income Tax Bill 
Replies. 

Mr. McMillan, the author of the income 
tax feature of the tariff bill, replied to Mr. 
Bartlett, discussing the latter's assertion 
that the income tax was unjust. 

“Why unjust?” asked McMillan, ‘whence 
the injustice? Whom does it hurt? He says 
it falls upon the poor man, because his rent 
will be increased. The poor man 
is paying it now. He will not be in any 
worse condition if the taxation is put on 
scme othe: things than clothes and other 
necessaries of life. Man should pay te 
‘the support of the government that blesses - 
him, that protects him, in. proportion to the 
blessings he receives through the protcc- 
tion of his property. If he kas got a 
big estate then he should pay a big tax. If 
he has got a little estate, he should pay 
a little tax, and the man with a thousand- 
dollar income ought not to pay the samc 
tax to the support of the government of 
the-United States that is paid by the man 
who has ten millions of income. To illus- 
trate the point here, I shall depart from my 
usual course. In the whele of these dis- 
cussions, Mr. Chairman, I have never been 
in the habit of using on the floar of the 
house, as an illustration or otherwise, the 
nemes of individvals. 

An Apt Illastration. 

“But in order to show the flagrant wrong 
that is done by a system of taxation, un- 
der which we have been living, I will call 
your attention to the name of one man 
which is not unfamiliar to many of you 
and certainly not to every citizen of the 
state and city of New York. I speak of 
Mr. William Waldorf Astor. This gentle- 
man ran for congress once against the 
present governor of New York (Mr. Flower) 
and was defeated, and permitted that de- 
feat to do for him what no man ought 
to permit to be done in this country, that 
is, it soured and embittered him against 
the government of the United States and 
our -ingwitutions ‘genierally. He moved 
abroad, and not content with what he 
could say against America himself and our 
American institutions, he purchased one 
of the ablest journals in the great. govern. 
ment of Great Britain. He lives there 
now and this newspaper which he owns 
and controls is doing its work against our 
institutions. And yet, Mr. Chairman, the 
income of this man, I am creditably in- 
formed on what I believe to be good au- 
thority, derived from property in New 
York, is more than $5,000,000 a year, and he 
does not pay (he does pay a state tax, he 
does pay a county tax and he does pay a 
municipal tax, it is true) the government of 
the United States a dollar and has not 
paid $10 in ten years, although he has this 
colossal fortune, which is protected by our 
army and defended by our navy. Now, we 
say that notwithstanding his foreign resi- | 
dence he should be compelled to pay some- 
thing to the support of the government that 
blesses and protects his vast estate in this 
country.

When the bill was read under the five- 
minute rule Mr. Bartlett moved to strike 
out the item appropriating $245,095 for the 
collection of the income tax.

The Mobile Embezzler Must Return to 
Alabama and Stand Trial. 

Abilene, Tex., December 12.—(Special.)— 
A telegram was received here today stating 
that the United States supreme court had 
affirmed the decision in the famous Pearce 
case. It will be remembered that Pearce 
was arrested here in his private office in 
Aprii, 1892, on a requisition from the gov- 
ernor of Alabama, charging him with em- 
bezzlement in sums aggregating over $80,000. 

Pearce was a citizen of high social 
standing, a church leader and deacon and 
a member of the firm of Bompart, Redford 
& Pearce: He was secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ and Planters’ Insurance Company, 
of Mobile; Ala., when-he fell. He was a 


ham boom and was caught in the squeeze. 
He fought the requisition and secured some 
of the best legal talent in the State. Ever 
since he has waged the, most stubborn 


legal battle ever known in Texas. But it 
was all of no avail. 
He declines to be interviewed and re- 


fuses to state whether or not he woula 
obey the mandate of the court and returr 
to Alabama of his own accord. It has been 
stated that he wrote the Alabama sheriff 
today that he was destitute of funds and 
would return upon receipt of the trans- 
portation and expensé money.

Coal Operators in The Pittsburg Dis- 
trict Serve Notices. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 12.—Many of the 
railroad coal operators of the Pittsburg 
district will reduce wages within the next 
ten days. The initiative has already been 
made by Henry Fiorshein, the owner of 
the Germania and Nottingham mines at 
Finleyville, in the Wheeling division of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 

This morning notices were posted at his 
mines that on and after next Monday the 
rate for mining will be 85 cents per ton. 
Tine officials of the miners’ organization 
refuse to talk on the situation, and would 
not anticipate what action the miners will 
take.

BED AND BABY BLOWN AWAY. 


Queer Freaks of a Cyclone in Little 
Wills Valley, Alabama. 
Gadsden, Ala., December 12.-—(Special.)— 
A terrible cyclone passed over Little Wills 
valley early Tuesday morning, above At- 
talia, some eight miles from Gadsden.

MURDERED BY BURGLARS. 


William H. Price Killed as He Jumped 

from His Bed. 

Cleveland, O., December 12.—William H. 
Price, a well-known member of the firm of 
printing press manufacturers, Chandler & 
Price, was almost instantly killed by a 
burglar at his home, 124 Hawthorn avenue, 
at 2:30 o’clock this morning. 

Just what occurred between the burglar 
and Mr. Price will probably never be Known. 
Shots were heard and a minute later Price 
was found by himself lying face downward 
on the floor, evidently expiring. His son, 
seventeen years old, hurriedly put on some 
clothing and ran to the home of Dr. Jew- 
ett, on Cedar avenue, who responded to the 
call. 

Before he arrived, however, Mr. Price 
was dead. He had been shot through the 
body three times. 

When Mr. Price was first awakened by the 
burglar he got up without disturbing any 
other member of the family, and going 
down stairs, found the rear kitchen window 
open. No burglars were to be seen and he 
returned to his room, thinking the burglar 
had been frightened away. Getting back 
in bed Mr. Price found his wife awake. The 
two talked the affair over. After awhile all 
was quiet again, and then Mr. Price and his 
wife, still awake, saw two men standing 
near the dressing case in their bedroom. 
The men were of medium height and wore 
white handkerchiefs over their faces. They 
had on dark clothes and wore black derby 
hats, Mr. Price sprang from his bed and as 
he did so one of the burslars shot at him 
three times, all of the bullets taking effect, 
ore in the right leg near the knee, one in 
the stomach and the third in the region of 
the hear:. Mr. Price fell, and as he did so 
the two burglars ran out of the room. 

Mrs. Price was so frightened at the ap- 
pearance of the burglars that she was una- 
ble to make an outcry. She is suffering 
under such a nervous strain that she is 
unable to remember whether any words 
were exchanged between her husband and 
the murderers or not. Mrs. Price’s son 
heard the shots from an adjoining room, 
and, as stated, jumped from his bed, rush- 
ed into the room of his father and then 
for a doctor. The neighborhood was aroused 
and the police notified, but up to 10 o’clock 
no clue was discovered. From a pocket- 
book on the dining room table $5 was 
taken by the burglars. No other property 
is missing from the Pricé residence. 


DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC. 


The City Panic-Stricken and Many 


Families Leaving. 

Ashtabula, O., December 12.—Diphtheria, 
in a malignant form, is epidemic here, and 
numbers its victims in all sections of the 
city. There are now nearly one hundred 
cases reported. Since Saturday ten deaths 
have resulted from the disease, four on 
Tuesday night. The board of health has 
ordered the schools closed Monday and has 
recommended no meetings or public gather- 
ings be heid at present. How the disease 
became so simultaneously scattered is a 
problem yet unsolved. 
A strange coincidence was the fact that a 
great majority of the first victims were 
using milk furnished by a certain city milk 
nan. The board of health § investi- 
gated the matter and pronounced the milk 
free from any disease germs. The city is 
panic-stricken and many families are leav- 
ing until the epidemic is under control. 


SWALLOWED CARBOLIC ACID. 


An Employe of a Drug Store Makes a 
Fatal Mistake. 

New Orleans, December 12.—W. E. Cole, 
the dbookkeepep in the American drug 
store, at the corner of Canal and Basin 
streets, died this afternoon shortly before 
i o’clock in the boarding house at No. 1020 
Baronne street from the effects of a dose 
of carbolic acid. Cole swallowed the drug 
this morning in the place where he is em- 
ployed. It is said that he was suffering 
from stomach troubles and swallowed the 
carbolic in mistake fer another drug. He 
was taken to the house, where he died 
as stated above. Cole was thirty-five years 
of age and a widower.

TIME "0 CALL A SILVER CORFERENCE 


The Only Way to Relieve the Mis- 
ery Which Is Prevalent.

Berlin, December 12.—In the reichstag to- 
day Herr von Kardorff, free conservative, 
declared that it was imperative that the 
present system of universal suffrage should 
be modified if ti.are was any truth in the 
radical assertion that the level of the 
members of the reichstag had been lowered. 
He continued by saying that the deepest 
misery prevailed throughout the country, 
for which the only remedy was a silver 
currency. Germany, he said, would earn 
the gratitude of the world if she would 
call a silver conference in Berlin. 

He warned Chancellor Hohenlohe that 
the government must not attempt to inter- 
fere with the rights of the reichstag. The 
prosecution of members upon such charges 
as were made, he declared, was useless. 
The only efficacious remedy was popular 
governinent. 

Herr Singer, socialist, who was appointed 
chairman of the committee of the reichstag 
to which was referred the question of 
prosecuting socialist members who refused 
last Thursday to rise to their feet and 
respond to the call for cheers for the 
kaiser, addressed the chamber.

The History of the Measure. 

The proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion, whereby the commissioner of educa- 
tion would become an elective officer, was 
introduced in the house of representatives 
by Mr. Walker, of Pierce county. There it 
passed by the necessary vote, when it was 
referred to the 


committee on public schools, of which 


Senator Lumpkin is chairman. . 

On Tuesday morning that committee re- 
ported the bill back with the recommenda- 
tion that it lay on the table until the next 
session. 

Snator Sheppard moved to disagree to 
the report. He spoke earnestly in favor 
of the submission of the amendment to the 
people. “If they are fit to elect the gov- 
ernor,” said he, “then they are equally 
fit to elect the man whom that governor 
now appoints. There never should be any 
delay about going to the people with any- 
thing. That is the essence of democracy.” 
The motion to disagree was agreed to and 
the subject was made the special order 
for 4 o’clock p. m. on Wednesday. 

Senator Harris, of the third, it was who 
presented the claims of the measure when 
the specias order was reached. “I was a 
member of the state senate in 1889," 
said he, “when the proposal was made to 
make the commissioner of agriculture 
elective. That measure was fought with 
just the same arguments as are now used 
against this measure. It passed the house, 
as did this ineasure, to meet an adverse 
committee report, as in the present case. 
i made the motion to disagree, and the 
office was made elective. Not a word have 
I ever heard against the working of this 
change. 

“Now we want to raise the commissioner 
of education to the same dignity. There 
is not a home in the state into which 
bis influence does not enter. It is but 
right and natural that an officer so closely 
related to the people should be brought be- 
fore them. Our educational system should 
be placed under control of a man whose 
capacities are broad enough to command 
the attention of the people. The educa- 
tional department, in my judgment, is 
second to none other in this state. All 
parties—republican, democratic and popu- 
list, want this. Georgia g™Must progress 
in the matter of education. The people are 
in earnest and they wish the office of com- 
missioner to be dignified to its highest 
point.”’

A MAN OF VERY STRONG CHARACTER 


Who Will Be Sureto Advance the Inter- 
ests of Education—His Professional 
Life and Career. 


Governor Atkinson has been most fortu- 
nate in his appointment of a state school 
commissioner. | 

When it became known that Professor 
Pollock had declined the nomination to be 
state school commissioner, there gvas gen- 
eral regret, because of his eminent ability 
and fitness for the office. 

The nomination of Professor Glen, which 
was sent to the senate yesterday, and 
promptly confirmed, was received with uni- 
versal apgroval, Gevcral speeches were 
made in executive session, highly eulogistic 
of the nominee, ‘and complimentary of 
Governor Atkinson for his happy thought 
in presenting his name. 

. Who Commissioner Glen Ia. 

Gustavus R. Glen is a native of Geor- 
gia, and was born on the 5th of December, 
1848. He was educated in the county schools, 
and when prepared entered Athens univer- 
sity, where he had for classmates Hon. N. 
E. Harris, Hon. W. C, Beeks and other 
well-known gentlemen, Breaking down in 
health, he had to withdraw for a season, 
but entered again, and graduated in the 
class of 1871. Among his fellow graduates 
were Judge John L. Hardeman, Hon. W. A. 
Broughton, Hon. Robert L. Berner, Hon. 
B. A. Denmark, of Savannah, Hon, G. 
A. Howell, of Atlanta, and others. In 1872, 
having taken the A. M. course, he re- 
ceived that degree. He was called to the 
presidency of Columbus Female college the 
same _ year, holding that position 
with great credit to himself 
until its destruction by fire. in 
1884. In that year he was called to the chair 
of natural sciences in Wesleyan female 
college, in Macon, where his reputation as 
an instructor was widened. In 1892 he with- 
drew for a season from educational work, 
ana@ entered the real estate business in 
Macon. In October of 1893 he assumed the 
business management of The Macon Tele- 
graph. Though in the business office, his 
talent was soon observed on the editorial 
page, and the frequency with which his 
articles were copied was the best evidence 
that he possessed the journalistic genius. 
“The Dying Czar’ was his work—admired 
all over the union. 

Commissioner Glen has been a constant 
attendant at the chautauqua assemblages 
of the country, and all the educational 
gatherings of tne union have had him 
among their attendants. In this way he 
has placed himself in touch with the most 
advanced lines of educational work, and is 
thus well qualified to assume the duties to 
which Governor Atkinson has called him. 
He will be progressive, wide-awake and in- 
vestigating—not a mere office clerk, but an 
officer who will rise to the dignity cf the 
great command with which he has been 
entrusted. 

Senator Harris, speaking of the io pp@int- 
ment, said: 

“Governor Atkinson could ‘not have 
chosen a better qualified man. -He is not 
only a ripe scholar, but is a man of uffairs, 
used to mingling with men, and :nanaging 
affairs of business. His administration will 
justify his appointment.’’ 

Senator Broughton said: “The new com- 
missioner is a Christian gentleman, a thor- 
ough instructor, an able manager, and in 
every way a man who will honor Georgia.’ 

Senator Beeks had many fine words for 
the new commissioner. He regarded sim 
as one who would build up the educational 


interests of the state to a degree never 
reached before.

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The Present County Commission Met | 


Yesterday for the Last Time. 
THAT IS FOR TRANSACTING BUSINESS 


Next Month the Board Will Meet, Ap- 
| prove the Minutes and Adjourn—The 
New Board Will Then Begin Work. 


The last business meeting of the present 
board of county commissioners was held 
yesterday morning. Commissioner Thomp- 
scn was absent on account of illness and 
the board was thus composed of Chafmnan 
Collier and the three retiring members— 
Commissioners Hunnicutt, Nelms and Col- 
lins. 

The new members will be installed at 
the meeting on the first Wednesday in Jan- 
uary. The three retiring members will be 
present, but will simply sign up the. min- 
utes, after approving them. The incoming 
commissioners are Messrs. Forrest Adair, 
Walter R. Brown and Jack J. Spalding, 
who is commissioner from the county at 
large. 

It was a lengthy session, lasting over 
two hours, Chairman Pro Tem. Nelms pre- 
siding during the first few minates, as 
Chairman Collier, detained by important 
exposition matters, was some minutes late. 
There was a quorum present and it was 
something peculiar that all wot them were 
present at a meeting for business for the 
last time, and with one of the number pre- 
siding. Chairman Pro Tem. Nelms called 
attention to this fact and there was a 
general smile. 

Two very important matters were sent 
over for consideration by the new board. 
The first was that of running a main from 
the new waterworks line of pipe to the 
city stockade, and the other was the pro- 
posed bridge over the Chattahoochee river 
at Powers’s ferry. Those two matters were 
discussed at some length and were settled 
virtually, when the members reconsidered 
and decided to put the onus on the new 
commissioners, who will compose a quorum 
and a majority of the board. Another mat- 
ter of interest was the selection of three 
men to compose the board of examining 
engineers. This board was created under 
a recent act of the present legislature, and 
did not become a law until yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Chairman Pro Tem. Nelms Presides. 

After waiting some minutes for the ar- 
rival of a commissioner to complete the 
quorum, when Commissioner Hunnicutt ap- 
peared, Chairman Pro Tem. Nelms took the 
chair and called the board to order. 

The members responding to the roll call 
were Commissioners Nelms, Hunnicu®® and 
Collins, Chairman Pro Tem, Nelms glanced 
at Commissioner Collins and then at Com- 
missioner Hunnicutt.

I think 
that we had better refer them all to the 
county attorney.” 

Some one suggested at this juncture that 
Mr. Thomson, the county attorney, would 
be on the scene presently and that it could 
be disposed of then. It was then agreed 
that the whole matter should go over until 
Colonel Thomson arrived. Solicitor Hill 
then retired. Attorney Thomson did not 
arrive during the meeting and the matter 
was referred to him. 

Making Fort a Fine Street. 

The property owners along Fort street 
are enterprising and energetic citizens, and 
all of them are taking a splendid interest 
in the Cotten States and International ex- 
position. 

Yesterday morning Mr. E. C. Peters ap- 
peared before the board and stated that he

THE CONVICTS ARE IDLE. 


Caused By the Warfare Against 
Convict-made Goods. 

Columbus, O., December 12.—A very start- 
ling story is told by an officer about the 
unavoidable condition of things at the Ohio 
penitentiary. There are now 2,100 convicts 
at the Ohio penitentiary, only about 1,000 
of them being employed at work, the bal- 
ance remaining in the idle house. This con- 
dition was brought about by the warfare 
waged against convict-made goods by labor 
organization. The ‘'egislature last winter 
passed a law requiring all prison-made 
goods to be labeled as such, thus almost 
completely shutting them out of the mar- 
ket. This made it necessary for the big 
contractors to give up convict labor and 
one result is that more than half the pris- 
oners are idle. While they were at work 
the big prison was more than self-support- 
ing, but now it ig running away behind. 
Besides this, while the convicts were at 
work many of them earned considerable 
money by overwork. This was aither sent 
to their relatives or held for them. All 
this part of the story is confirmed by the 
prison officials. Now it is c'simed the 
idleness into which the prisoners Lave been 
forced has a bad effect upon their minds, 
and that three or four of them vhow signs 
of insanity nearly every day, and to keep 
them from becoming raving maniacs they 
are compelled to run and jump and other- 
wise vigorously cxercise until they are com- 
pletely tired out. ‘The guards to whom the 
correspondent talked declare this is ahbso- 
lutely true, while their superiors declare 
they know nothing of such a state of affairs. 
The conditions, which are not denied, how- 
ever, make the story of the guards very 
probable, 


GRIFFIN’S NEW COUNCIL. 


The Officials Get to Work—City Af- 
fairs Discussed. 

Griffin, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)—The 
new council, under the leadership of Mayor 
J. D. Boyd, was sworn in last night and 
immediately went to work to place the city 
government on a basis that they hope will 
satisfy all separate factions.

Washington, December 12.—This after- 
noon the treasury department was in- 
formed that §2,150,000 in gold had been 
withdrawn today from the New York swub- 
treasury, of which $1,300,000 was taken for 
export. This reduces the gold reserve to 
$103,278,000. The general treasury balance 
keeps up well, standing at $155,000,000. 
Expenditures so far this month exceed 
the receipts only $4,000,000, and this differ- 
ence will almost be wiped out by the end 
of the month. Nearly $7,000,000 of the $10,- 
000,000 received has been paid out for pen- 
sions.

The triumph of ballot reform in Geor- 
gia opens a new political era for the 
south. It is certain to spread through 
our sister states, and already the move- 
ment has a fair start in Virginia, the 
Carolinas, Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. When The Constitution first 
agitated this reform it felt confident 
that public sentiment would support it, 
and this anticipation has not been dis- 
appointed. Our best citizens, the lead- 
ers of the people, the secular and reli- 
gious press and the ministry have all 
rallied to the cause of an honest ballot, 
and our legislature has lost no time in 
passing a law which makes it certain 
that none but legally qualified voters 
will be permitted to vote, and that their 
votes will be fairly counted. 

Some of our northern friends express 
surprise at the intense interest mani- 
fested in fair elections throughout the 
south, but with a little reflection they 
will see that our people have been on 
this line all the time, but the pressure 
from the outside has made it impossible 
for them to carry out their wishes. Un- 
til recently this section has been threat- 
ened with bayonet rule and force bills, 
and hampered by federal election laws. 
The removal of these restraints and 
menaces has left. us free to act for our- 
selves without the fear of unfriendly 
interference, and without the dread of 
negro domination in any locality. 

The policy of letting the south alone 
is bringing about the reforms which the 
republicans once hoped to accomplish 
by force. So long as the southern whites 
were bulldozed and oppressed the in- 
stinct of self-preservation compelled 
them to cling together in a solid mass 
and carry their elections at any cost. 
But the abandonment of the old 
policy of sectional persecution has 
changed everything. The average south- 
erner is now more interested in material 
progress than in politics. He would 
rather see a new cotton mill built in his 
town than to see his candidate elected. 
He now realizes that a fair ballot and 
an honest count will be best for every- 
body, and in the interests of law and 
order and progress he favors an abso- 
lutely fair election system. 

This is a long leap forward, and it 
will do more than any other one thing. 
to wipe out sectionalism and unrva- 
sonable partisanry. The registration bill 
passed by the Georgia legislature shows 
in every line the intention of our law- 
makers to throw every possible safe- 
guard around every voter of each pullt- 
ical party. Under its operations there 
will be no chance for illegal voting, and 
the requirement that the boards of reg- 
istration shall not be composed of the 
representatives of any one political 


party cannot fail to have a good effect. | 


All this shows what the “hands-off” 
policy will do for us and for the country. 
_ Hereafter, unless the force bill looms 
up again, which both parties regard as 
&@ most improbable contingency, the 
politicians, people and press of the south 
will steadily persevere in the work of 
ballot reform until we succeed in per- 
fecting our system. 

We do not hesitate to say that uo state 
in the union has ever made a more 
Promising beginning in the great work 
of ballot reform.

There is an inviting mystery about 
the movements of Mr. Horace White, 
of New York city. He is supposed to 
be an editorial writer on The Evening 


vocate of gold monometallism—the Brit- 
ish single standard—and acts as walk- 
ing delegate in the promotion of the 
schemes of those who are trying to fas- 
ten the British system on our people. 

Those who read the newspapers of 
the day with any degree of attention 
will have noticed the punctuality with 
which Mr." White appears on the scene 
whenever and wherever a financial dis- 
cussion is advertised. During ‘the past 
few yéars, no bankers’ convention at- 
tempts to proceed further than a formal 
organization until the ushers announce 
that Mr. Horace White is in his seat. 
When this announcement is made ‘the 
performance begins, Mr. White overlook- 
ing it all from behind his collection of 
manuscripts, pamphlets and mono 
graphs. 

Before Mr. White has been in his seat 
long—just long enough to enable him to 
arrange his belongings after the manner 
of the man who has tooth powders and 
lotions for sale—the convention assumes 
an air of expectancy, the chairman 
clears his throat, a gentlemanly usher 
places a large goblet of water on Mr. 
White’s desk, and the scene is enlivened 
by one of that genttleman’s lectures on 
money and banking systems. 

Independently of the fact that Mr. 
White is a feature of all conventions of 
bankers, he is ready. without money 
and without price, to pack up his uten- 
sils, and go about from city to city, lec- 
turing to boards of trade and chambers 
of commerce on the rank and luxuriant 
beauty of the Britsh gold standard. 

Mr. White knew that the Indian mints 
were to be closed to the free coinage 
of silver several weeks before the fact 
was known in this country, and he 
made a veiled allusion to it in his news- 
paper, printing the statement in italics. 
This shows clearly enough that Mr. 
White, in practicing the profession of 
goldbuggery in this country, has a whole- 
some understanding with the past grand 
masters of the business in Great Britain 
and that he has managed to secure their 


- confidence. 


As our readers know Mr. White was at 
the bankers’ convention in Baltimore, 
and the presumption is—judging from 


the eagerness with which he advocates 


it—that he is the author of the patch- 
work scheme known as the Baltimore 
plan. His latest appearance is before 
the banking and currency committee of 
| the house, where he aired again his de- 
sire to see the Baltimore plan put in 

Now, the mystery about Mr. Horace 
White is this: What interest has, he, 
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Post, but by profession he is an ad-_ 


propagating 

the benefit of his health? The presump- 
tion is that he gets a salary for his 
newspaper work, but is he lecturifg 
and delivering addresses and appearing 
before congressional committees for 
pleasure? Is he such an enthusiastic 
admirer of the Britsh gold standard that 
he neglects his editorial work and the 
ease of his club to hustle about from 
town to town at his own expense? Does 
he pursue his chosen profession with- 
out fee or reward? Does he appear be- 
fore the banking and currency com- 
mittee and before divers and sundry 
other bodies from motives of patriot- 
ism? 

In fine and in short, what is Mr. 
White getting for the job he has under- 
taken, and who is footing the bill? The 
fact that this able citizen is an east- 
ernized American is an assurance that 
he is not actively pursuing the profes- 
sion of goldbuggery for purposes of 
physical culture. Is it impolite to ask 
him who is putting up the hot stuff— 
the scads? 


More About the Canal. 

The status of the Nicaragua canal bill 
may be given in a few words. 

The passage of the bill is asked for 
on national and not on political grounds. 
The government is asked to loan the 
canal company its credit to the amount 
of $70,000,000. The interest at 3 per 
cent would be $2,100,000 per year. The 
saving in tolls and time would be $80,- 
000,000 per year. With such results 
from a loan of a little over $2,000,000 a 
year it would be wise for the govern- 
ment to make the loan. The canal would 
also be a direct saving to the treasury. 
The cost of sending naval vessels 
around the Horn is considerable, and 
this would be saved, while the effective- 
ness of our navy in case of war would 
be doubled. If we do not build the canal 
England will construct it and then con- 
trol the commerce of the world for an 
indefinite period. The New York Mail 
and Express says of the project: 

The Nicaragua canal, measured by pos- 
sibilities, is the greatest project now before 
the world. Its completion ought to be the 
crowning work of this century of marvels. 
It -~will make ours a great shipbufiding na- 
tion and will cause the bulk of the world’s 
commerce to be carried in American ves- 
sels. Our Atlantic and gulf ports will be 
brought 10,000 miles nearer the Pacific ports. 
Cheaper freights will be afforded to the 
products of our mines, our farms and our 
factories. It will bring New York 2,740 
miles and New Orleans 3,480 miles nearer 
the Pacific ports than Liverpool, and New 
York and New Orleans will be nearer Syd- 
ney, Auckland, Shanghai and Yokohama 
than Liverpool will be by the shortest 
route. The proposition is to give free pas- 
gage through the canal to vessels owned 
in the United States and Nicaragua, and to 
impose tolls on all others. ‘his discrimina- 
tion, with a suitable adjustment of the 
tariff laws, should place our nation be- 
yond the reach of competition for the 
trade of the countries which border on the 
Pacific ocean. It is estimated that the 
canal would save $80,000,000 per annum to 
the people of the United States, giving 
them a business advantage to that amount 
in trade matters 

The bill is unanimously favored by the 
seventeen members of the special house 
committee which has had it under con- 
sideration. Strange to say the opposi- 
tion comes from a few democrats who 
will filibuster against it. Why there 
should be any opposition to the bill 
would be a mystery but for the fact that 
the Southern Pacific railroad is said 
to be fighting it. This is the situation 


at present. 


Cotton Next Year. 

A correspondent who is supposed to 
be a cotton expert writes to The New 
Orleans Times-Democrat as follows: 

Cotton can be bought in Liverpool for 
October and November, 1895, that is, next 
year, at 3% pence, equal to about 4% cents 
in the interior of the south. Thus the cot- 
ton grower has before him the cheerful 
prospect of already knowing that Liver- 
pool will sell him American cotton of next 
year’s growth at 4% cents before he has 
put the seed in the ground that is to grow 
the crop of next year. What better object 
lesson than this does the southern cotton 
grower require to show him that an en- 
forced reduction of the cotton acreage is 
imperatively demanded. Another and suc- 
cessful attempt to raise again next year 
a crop resembling in size the one now being 
marketed will force Liverpool for October- 
November, 1895, down to 2 to 2% pence, 
equal to 3 an 3% cents at .interior 
points in the south. ar more profitable 
for the south to buy October-November in 
Liverpool at 3 pence than to plant a crop 
which in Europe is already selling at 4% 
cents, or less, on plantations. 

If this correspondent is correct in his 
Statements and conclusions our cotton 
planters would save money by not 
producing a pound of cotton next year. 

We have little hope, however, of 
seeing the acreage greatly reduced. Still, 
it is the duty of every newspaper and 
every man with any influence whatever, 
to urge the farmers to plant less cotton 
and to diversify their produets. When 
our people adopt this policy and manu- 
facture their cotton at home, they will 
be able to bring up the price to a profit- 
able figure. Even then, there will be 


“no great prosperity for our agricultur- 


ists until we increase the volume of 
our currency. Under the gold standard 
it will be hard to arrest the decline of 
prices.

Several other newspapers are on the 
same line, and it would seem that the 
good work recently accomplished for 
law and order and morals is about to 
be undone. 

This is sincerely to be regretted. We 
hope that New York will remain an 
American city, and that it will not adopt 
what is sometimes called the European 
Sunday. Liquor selling on Sunday may 
not demoralize the Europeans, but if it 
is legalized in New York it will be a 
great injury to the American population 
of that city, and the evils of poverty 
and crime will be intensified. 

New York will take a long step back- 
ward when she opens her thousands of 
barrooms on Sunday, and her police, jail 
and pauper experses will be doubled.

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VOORHEES ON SILVER. 


It Is the Money of the Constitution. 
Shouid Be Coined as Gold. 

In an interview with a Washington Post 
reporter, Senator Voorhees said on Monday: 

“As to financial questions, IL have no 
change of views to express. Silver is the 
money of the constitution and is specified 
in that great instrument and should be 
coined on the same terms that gold is coin- 
ed: ‘Without discrimination against either 
metal and without charge for mintage.’ 
This has been the doctrine of the demo- 
cratic party from the days of Jefferson to 
the Chicago convention of 1892, and it is 
the doctrine of the laboring masses today, 
irrespective of party, throughout the United 
‘ States. 

“I voted against the passage of the fa- 
mous Sherman act and labored to secure its 
repeal because it was the enemy of silver 
coinage according to democratic doctrine 
and was go avowed by its distinguished au- 
thor. All this, and much more, I said as an 
open, lifetime friend of silver money dur- 
ing the debate on the repeal of the Sherman 
act. No honest man of even moderate intel- 
ligence can misunderstand or pretend to 
misunderstand my position on the coinage 


‘of the precious metals. I would coin them 


both alike. The people need the assistance 
of both in full circulation. The free coinage 
of one means the free coinage of the other 
to my mind. In fact, the American people, 
the plain working people, have been bene- 
fited in the last hundred years far more 
by silver money than by gold money, and 
the whining -cant of sordid avarice which 
we now hear that ‘gold is sound money’ and 


silver is not has the profound contempt of | 


‘every man familiar with the history and the 
developments of his country. 
Fixed by Legisiation. 

“Ags to the parity of the two metals when 
coined, even the small children of finance 
know that the purchasing power of a dollar 
‘ig not fixed by the quality or the quantity 
of the material which composes it, but by 
the law which makes it a legal tender in the 
payment of debts. The trade dollar of some 
years ago had 420 grains of silver, and yet 
was at a discount with the legal tender 
dollar, which had only 412% grains. Much 
vapid nonsense has been spoken and writ- 
ten in regard to what is styled ‘fiat money.’ 
The flat of the government simply means 
‘thus sayeth the law,’ and there was never 
in this or any other government on the 
earth, and never will be, a dollar, whether 
of gold, silver or paper, other than absolute- 
ly and entirely the creature of law. 
silver is coined at the ratio of 16 to 1 in 
gold, or any other ratio, and clothed with 
the authority of law, it never failed 
to be on a par with gold in its pur 
ané debdt-paying power.

furniture in her house at the time. Laéter 
She purchased furniture and house furnish. 
ings to the extent of over $300, and, accord- 
ing to the agreement between herself and 
the sellers was to sign a contract giving 
them a title to them until paid for. She 
agreed to do this, but when the paper was 
presented she found that it took in the first- 
ramed furniture which was already subject 
to a bill of sale on non-payment of the 
amount borrowed. 

Mrs. Shelton states that she refused to 
sign the paper and that Mr. Mathews, who 
presented it to her at her own house, left 
and said that he would bring back another. 
He brought back another paper and Mrs. 
Shelton states that at the time she was sick 
in bed. She claims that she asked Mr. 
Mathews if he had changed it and arranged 
it 8g that the contract contained the reser- 
vation of title in only the furniture pur- 
chased last. His reply, according to the 
petition, was in the affirmative. When he 
left, however, Mrs. Shelton looked at a 
memorandum book which he had left and 
saw her first-mentioned property on the list. 
She at once suspected that something was 
wrong, and says that she went at once to 
see Mr. Mathews, who told her that he did 
include the first furniture in the bill of sale 
in the contract. She asked him to change 
it and he refused, 

When the first amount fell due, although 
she was suffering from weak lungs and was 
subject to severe colds, she began to look 
about for the money. She went through 


all or most of the amount necessary to re- 
lieve the first furniture. She was exhausted 
from her effort so that two hemorrhages 
were the result. 

She alleges that this amount was refused 
by the firm, and that she was told that her 
furniture would all be taken away from 
her. She stated that she didn’t care if they 
took the furniture purchased in October, 
but did not want her other furniture taken. 
All day Tuesday a collector, she alleges, 
stood near her house and kept watch on her 
inevements. , 

Acting under the advice of her attorneys 
Mrs. Shelton kept herself locked in all dur- 
ing yesterday, and it was not until after 
service was acknowledged on the temporary 
restraining order that the siege was order- 
ed raised. From the petition of Mrs. Shel- 
ton it would appear that she has been perse- 
cuted and fooled into signing the contract 
reserving the title. 

A Verdict for the Defendant. 

In the case of J. O. Castleberry against 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, which was trie yesterday, the 
jury rendered a verdict in favor of the de- 
fendant. 

This was a case where the plaintiff sought 
to recover on the ground that he had board- 
ed an electric car while there was a con- 
ductor on it, and that he had then told the 
conductor where he wished to get aff, but 
before he reached his destination the con- 
ductor left the car in charge of the motor- 
man alone, and that after he had passed 
his street, and while he was standing on the 
running board, the car gave a sudden jerk 
and threw him off. 

The defendant contended that he, had 
jumped off the car while it was in motion. 
The jury found that he was hurt by his 
own carelessness in jumping off while the 
car was moving.

ry HIDDEN TRAGEDY. 


the Mysterious Hackride of Friday Night 
: Still Awaiting Solution. 


MANY THEORIES HAVE BEEN FORMED 


Two Women Brought Up Who Were 
Thought to Be in the Hack When 
| the Screaming Was Heard. 


The mystery of the battered hack, wild 
night screams and bloody ground still re- 
mains. The haekmen under arrest still tell 
their stories and the wide contradiction 
in their statements still lead the officers 
to believe that behind the whole affair is 
some dark crime. 

Yesterday’s developments were not of an 
enlightening nature. At the morning ses- 
Sion of police court several witnesses ap- 


‘ 
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peared before the recorder to testify to the 
screams and noises heard near Victoria 
street Friday night. 

Miss Mattie Howard was at her home, 
on the corner of Victoria and Mangum 
streets. Late Friday night she was start- 
tled by loud screams near her house. It 
was a woman's voice. ‘Will, don’t cut 
me. Stop the blood. Don’t kill me.” She 
could hear these cries distinctly. Thesc 
were followed by curses, which seemed to 
ccme from an enraged negro man. 

Miss Howard was very much frightened. 
As soon as possible she rushed from her 
heme to the house of her neighbor, Mr. 
Ed Haynes, the butcher. She informed 
him that there was somebody being killed 
on that street. Haynes rushed out just in 
time to see a hack drive hurriedly away. 
It was lost in the darkness. 

The whole neighborhood was alarmed. An 
hour afterwards the hack was seen coming 


towards Marietta street. It was be- 
ing driven slowly. One negro was 
seen in the . seat. Another followed 


behind. He carried something in his arms 
that had the appearance of a plank. This 
was the substance of the testimony intro- 
duced before the recorder. 

It was learned by the officers yesterday 
afternoon that Annie Caldweli and Ellen 
Evans, both women well known, had been 
seen riding out Marietta street Friday 
night. Officers Harris and Harper had 
examined the women before ba@® by order 
of Captain Thompson they were conducted 
to. police headquarters. 

Both women acknowledged that they took 
@ hack ride Friday night, but claim that 
they were at home before 10 o’clock. Ac- 
cording to their statement, there was no 
disorder in the hack, but one said that she 
thought she broke the glass when she 
tapped for the cabman to stop. They could 
not identify Marchman as the hackman 
who drove them out. 

Last night a notorious woman was report- 
ed missing. It was said that she left home 
Friday night and since that time nothing 
has been heard’of her. She left the house 
she occupied with the intention of going 
towards Marietta street and was expected 
to return that night. Nothing was thought 
of her absence until the arrest of the hack- 
man. 

A rumor was also current that a young 
man, whose name was not given to the offi- 
cers, had received a note from a woman 
living in the western section of the city 
Saying that she had been cut to pieces in 
a hack, and asked him to come to see her 
before she died. These, in effect, were the 
facts made known to the officers yesterday. 

Still the case wears a mysterious look. 
From these facts various theories have 
been framed. 

It is claimed by some that two white 
women were enticed into the cab. Once in 
and the door closed they were unable to 
get out without breaking the glass. They 
were driven to Victoria street and there, in 
a secluded place, assaulted and murdered. 
The bodies were carried to the branch down 
by the old brick yard and hid away. 

Some of the officers are not inclined to 
accept this theory and claim that the ex- 
citement was caused by the debauchees on 
their way home after a night of carousal. 
Intoxicated and wild, they shattered the 
giass door of the hack. 

Behind all these theories the fact still re- 
mains that Marchman and Bowen tell in- 
credible and conflicting stories. 

There is evidently something behind the 
whole affair, but this the detectives have 
failed to find or account for.

Governor Atkinson Names Him as lates 
Westmoreland’s Successor. 


PRESIDENT VENABLE “MADE THE FIGHT 


The Details of It So Far as They Have 
Leaked Outfrom Executive Session. . 
The Governor’s View of It. 


The closing day of, the session was sen- 
sational only in the senate end of the gen- 
eral assembly, and there because of the 
fight over one of the governor’s appoint- 
ments. | 

That was the appointment of Mr. John 
D. Berry to be judge of the criminal branch 
of the city court of Atlanta for the term 
of four years, from August 24, 1895. 

The contest for the position between Mr. 
Berry and Mr. Harry Reid has been quite 
a lively one, a great deal of pressure being 
brought to bear on the governor by the 
friends of each gentleman, but so far as 
these two were concerned, the contest was 
settled by the appointment of Mr. Berry, 
which was sent to the senate with several 
other appointments yesterday morning. 

The fight was not over, however. When 
the senate went into executive session there 
was a fight upon Mr. Berry. It was made 
by President Venable, who took the floor 
and spoke against confirmation, alleging, 
so it is said, that not only was Mr. Berry 
not the choice of the Atlanta bar, but that 
he had little practice in the court, and in- 
timating, if not alleging, that there was 
question for his capability for the office. 

How much discussion there was over the 
question nobody knows. It was, however, 
alleged or intimated that Mr. Berry was 
not a citizen of Atlanta, or had been but 
a short while, and the fact that his former 
home was Newnan, was used with the 
idea that Governor Atkinson was paying a 
political debt. 

At least this was the talk about the lob- 
bies after the executive session had dis- 
solved. The vote on confirmation was 9 
to 32. 

After this action had been taken some of 
the members of the senate, thinking they 
‘had been too hasty in the matter, brought

about a reconsideratiof ,of the action at 


the afternoon session and there, after a 
brief presentation of the facts, a motion to 
refer the appointment to a committee, as 
is usually done when there is opposition, 
prevailed. The action of the senate in 
failing to confirm was, therefore, rescinded. 

This carries the question of confirmation 
over to the next session of the legislature. 

Later reports concerning the proceedings 
of the second executive session show that 
it was decidedly lively in character. Be- 
fore the house closed the doors Mr. Harry 
Reid was circulating among the members, 
urging them not to consider his personality 
in their deliberations. Mr. James F. O'Neill, 
Mr. John Hutchinson, Mr. T. B. Felder, 
Mr. E. P. Black, Mr. Charley Hill, Mr. 
Eb Williams, Mr. Arnold Broyles and a 
number of others, in the interest of Mr. 
Berry, declared that the action of reject- 
ing a man without a hearing should not be 
permitted to stand. As Mr. O’Neill came 
out of the chamber, upon the closing of 
the doors, he said: 

“That rejection will be reconsidered. I 
know what I am talking about.” 

No sooner had the doors been closed than 
another delegation of lawyers arrived, who 
were refused admittance. 

“But we must get in,” said Mr. 
Hopkins. 

The doorkeeper was inexorable. At last 
Mr. Frank Arnold succeeded in having a 
note passed into Senator Long. This party 
was opposed to the confirmation of Mr. 
Berry. Among them were Mayor Goodwin, 
Judge Pendleton, Reub Arnold, Jr., Jerome 
Simmons, Jack Stewart and others. They 
set themselves up in the senate judiciary 
committee room and sent for several sena- 
tors. Senator Brand, a friend of Mr. Ber- 
ry, was one of the first to come out, and 
he was plied with requests. Then Senator 
Monroe was brought into the committee 
room and urged by Mayor Goodwin, so it 
ig reported, to. give the practicing lawyers 
of Atlanta a chance. 

Meantime there was life within the sen- 
ate walls. As soon as the nomination of 
Professor Glenn to be commissioner of edu- 
cation was read and confirmed Senator 
Long claimed the attention of the chair. | 
“I feel,’’ said he, “‘that injustice has been 
done by our action of this morning. A 
nominee has beer rejected without a hear- 
ing. He was rejeeted, too, with charges 
brought against him by the senator from 
the thirty-fifth which he should have an 
opportunity to answer. If he was so unfit 
for the office that he ought not to have 
been given the usual opportunity of de- 
fense, then his nomination by the governor 
was a refiection on the executive. This I 
cannot admit. I, therefore, move a recon- 
sideration of the vote by which Mr. Berry 
was rejected.”’ 

Senator Venable, with considerable show | 
of feeling; resented the -statement 
that “charges” had been made 
against the nominee. He opposed 
the nomination because Mr. Berry 
was not ranked among the active practi- 
tioners at the bar of the city, from whose 
ranks the selection should be made. 

The conflict between the two senators 
was smoothed down by other senators. 
When the vote was called the motion to 
reconsider was so far ahead that Senator 
Venable moved to make it unanimous. 

It was then resioved that no action 
should be taken upon the nomination, but 
that it should be allowed to lapse by ex-

What Governor Atkinson Says. 
“I have nothing to say about the mat- 
ter,” said the governor last evening, “ 
cept. this: Mr. Berry had the strongest 
kind of endorsements, and seemed to be 
the choice of a majority of the people of 
Atlanta. As to legal qualifications, he was 
endorsed by some of the most eminent 
lawyers of the state, including two judges 
of the supreme court, judge of the United 
States court, a number of superior court 
judges, and a number of eminent lawyers 
both here and throughout the state; men 
who would not, I believe, give endorse- 
ments of that character unless they meant 
it. I can say just this, that I stand by 
the appointment.” 
“This,” continued the governor, “is not 
a fight on Mr. Berry. His endorsements 
are overwhelmingly strong, and his char- 
acter” and ability are too well known to 
leave any doubt as to his thorough fitness 


for the office. This fight upon me comes 
from an element of people in Atlanta, who, 
unable to defeat me in the nomination, 
have resorted to this sort of warfare in the 
hope that they may break down my ad- 
ministration. I was glad to see that as 
soon as the senate had time to think it 
readily reconsidered its action, and 2 feel 
sure there will be no trouble in the future 


about this matter.” . 

Among those who urged upon the sen- 
ate that they reconsider their action—and 
many prominent citizens of Atlanta were 
there to urge such reconsideration—was 
Mr. Harry Reid, the unsuccessful appli- 
cant for the appointment. Mr. Reid's stand 
in the matter won him many friends. Presi- 
dent Venable was one of his supporters, 
and he urged the president not to let any 
personal considerations enter into the mat- 
ter qt all, that is any considerations of 
friendship for him, as he considered the 
appointment of the governor eliminated 
himself from consideration.

Na ly the foregoing depressed the 
bankrupt coal stocks and sympathetically 
the dividend payers, which were weak, due 
undou ly to the fact that the anthracite 
sales agents’ November meeting, at which 
restricted production for December was 
agreed upon, is rendered farcical by the 
output last week of over a million tons, or 
at the rate of 4,000,000 tons for the month, 
against 2,500,000, the fixed output. 

Such a heavy .production could not fail 
to precipitate renewed depression in an al- 
ready Gemoralized market, and a resultant 
shrinkage in the already contracted reve- 
nues of the anthracite properties. It looks 
as if insiders were willing to take care of 
themselves in this emergency. From Jer- 
sey’ Central has come principally the re- 
cent pressure for meetings to restrict-—from 
insiders coincidently what stock the market 
would take, which was not much. 

Mr. Russell Sage said yesterday that he 
had just looked over Western Union’s quar- 
terly figures, and that the dividend to be 
declared by the directors had been fully 
earned. Also that Manhattan's earnings 
had improved each month since September 
Ist, the result for November showing a lit- 
tle in excess of the month's proportion of 
dividend. 

It seems remarkable that eastbound ton- 
nage should fall week after week below the 
record of the panic year. Yet such is the 
fact. Notwithstanding an extra rush of 
freight, incident to the close of navigation, 
the total last week was but 45,000 against 

,000 in 1893, a decrease of 17,000 tons, rep- 
resenting, of course, a large hole in Trunk 
line revenues. 

The Granger stocks were heavy. The 
week opened without much change in the’ 
Chicago car movement. Of corn 400 cars 
came in. The Granger lines handled as 
usval a light business: Burlington 29, Rock 
Island 14. Northwest nothing, St. Paul 1. 

Of wheat they brought in: Burlington 8 
cars, Rock Island 5, St. Paul nil, North- 
west nil. In explanation of the remarkably 
lean business which roads having a long 
haul are handling these facts are pointed 
out and in considering them one must keep 
the harvest failure in mind. 

At this period of any average season—av- 
erage as regards crops gathered—there is an 
eastbound movement of grain across the 
Missouri river from Sioux City to Kansas 
City, inclusive, of 2,500 cars daily. What are 
the facts in this year of extraordinary crop 
shortage? ‘ 

That since September Ist this grain move- 
ment has been virtually nothing; that the 
best informed people claim it will continue 
practically nothing till another crop is 
raised. There is but a small movement of 
grain eastbound across the Mississippi riv- 
er and the outlook for tonnage, especially 
as to the corn carriers, is poor. 

That is why railway officials in their pri- 
vate conversation unhesitatingly declare 
that earnings during the next eight months, 
even when compared with those of the 
panice year, will certainly make a very dis- 
couraging showing. Which, of course, ap- 
plies more especially to the properties hav- 
ing mileage in the states of Nebraska, Iowa, 


Kansas and South wakota. 


In addition to the aggravation of Erie’s 
troubles, speculation yesterday had to con- 
tend against a further advance in exchange 
and foreign selling of securities. In Lon- 
don silver was down to 28d per ounce; here 
the treasury gold, recently $112,000,000, was 
reduced to $107,000,000 through withdrawals 
for export and other purposes. 

Earnings, too, were oppressive. Atchison 
reported a loss of $162,000 for the fourth week 
in November, for the month a decrease of 
$423,000. Colorado Midland decreased for the 
month $10,000, Atlantic and Pacific $15,000. 
Illinois Central reported these results for 
October: Gross decreased $827,000; operat- 
ing expenses decreased $212,000; net de- 
creased $614,000. The next decrease for four 
months was $1,535,000. Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago decreased in net in Oc- 
tober $21,000. 

Will It Be Passed? 
From The New York Indicator. 

Predictions are being made in London 
that the St. Paul will pass its next divi- 
dend. It will take some time to prove the 
ecrrectness or falsity of that report, as the 
next ditidend is not payable until April 
next. But why pass dividend? The compa- 
ny pays 4 per cent per annum on the com- 
mon stock, and a reduction of the semi- 
arnual dividend to 1 per cent would save 
$450,000 for the six months, and we don’t 
think the net for the current six months 
will go behind last year’s record as much 
as that. 

A chicago dispatch announces that the 
next dividend on Rock Island will be 4% per 
cent. Quite likely the reduction made last 
month was probably not intended to be for 
one quarter only. As a 2 per cent stock, 
however, Rock Island looks cheap along- 
side a government:bond, and so does every 
dividend-paying railroad stock on the list.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, December 12.—(Special.)—It is 
still a waiting market both here and in 
Liverpool. The bears are afraid to sell and 
the bulls are timid about buying. Such 
trading as takes place is mainly of a local 
character. The slight improvement re- 
ported in the first advices from Liverpool 
caused a better opening here and May sold 
on the call at 5.77. The market then grad- 
ually weakened, mainly owing to the ab- 
sence of business, May declining to 6.71. 
The announcement about midday that re- 
ceipts at New Orleans would be light to- 
morrow caused a spurt of buying and May 
in a few minutes rallied to 5.76, but the de- 
mand was soon satisfied and prices again 
sagged.
